Top Cow Brings $310.00; Top Bull, a calf Makes $182.50 


The Fourth Annual offering of highly 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle from the Way- 
land Hopley Farms herd which was sold at 
auction on Monday, May 6th, at Atlantic, 
Iowa, marked emphatically a new enthus- 
iasm for registered Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle. Wayland drew a lovely day and 
a very fine crowd that filled the large pa- 
vilion at the fair grounds full to the last 
seat. Bidding was lively. The willingness 
of the ringside to go into 
new price brackets over those 
which have prevailed the 
past two or three years was 
perhaps the most encourag- 
ing element displayed by the 
audience. For the most part 
the Hopley cattle were in ex- 
cellent fit and as attractive- 
ly bred as one could desire. 
The portion representing the 
cattle recently purchased 
from the Barr ranch in Colo- 
rado was thin, nevertheless 
they showed a lot of quality 
and they were in excellent 
healthy condition, just right 
to go any where and make 
good. 


Recent steady and general 
rains helped change the atti- 
tude of buyers perceptibly. 
While it is true that the av- 
erage was advanced mater- 
ially over that of last year it 
is also true that the prices 
attained on this occasion 
were not what they should 
have been—meaning that the 
price turn is just at its be- 
ginning and that these same 
cattle a month or six weeks 
later would have shown a 
handsome profit over what 
they brought Mr. Hopley on 
this occasion. In other words the sale was 
perhaps a few weeks too soon for the of- 
fering to realize its true value. Wayland 
Hopley is a hustler and one of the mosi en- 
thusiastic Aberdeen-Angus boosters in 
America and the Journal predicts that the 
young cattle at the Wayland Hopley Farms 
that are being looked at as the next sale 
offering will, when they are presented, slip 
Into a new price level that will make the 
owner happy and pleased with his persist- 
ent endeavors to constantly improve the 


breed. 


There were some pretty snappy young- 


sters in the bull offering, not presenting 
long ages, but approaching serviceable 
days. Of these the number nine bull, Black- 
man Quality H. 482693, a very choice ten 
months old son of the champion Quality 
Marshall 3d, out of a daughter of Blackcap 
Revolution Again (full brother to the Inter- 
national grand champion Blackcap Revolu- 
tion) seemed to find greatest favor with the 
ringside. Quickly he passed from a low

sale on the females. In this section the 
prices were not as freely given nor the cat- 
tle as rapidly moved. It was evident that 
those upon the seats had come to purchase 
the offering at as little money as they 
would be compelled to spend and they start- 
ed to hold the prices but there were just 
too many men in the market to allow the 
prices to drag too much as has been the 
custom over a period of the 
past several months and per- 


haps the last few years. The

Twice the bull czlves reached $150.00 
per head. Once when J. C. Christenson, of 
Harlan, purchased Eran Quality, the four- 
teen months old son of Quality Marshall 3d, 
at that price and again when Elite Quality 
2d, also a son of Quality Marshall 3d, went 
to the bid of J. W. Keisow, of Rutledge, 
Missouri. The bulls were sold by Col. Art 
Thompson, of Lincoln, Nebraska, who dis- 
posed of them at the rate of about one a 
minute.

Mr. Reed 
had come from Montana for the express 
purpose of capturing this prize; others too 
had come a long way with that thought in 
mind, but it remained for Dr. E. G. Wheel- 
er. who did the bidding to hold the fort un- 
til the auctioneer said sold.

Approximately $100,000 will be offered in 
premiums at the 1935 International Live 
Stock Exposition, announces B. H. Heide, its 
secretary-manager. The show will be held 
at the Chicago Stock Yards November 30 
to December 7 in the new million dollar 
amphitheatre that was constructed last Fall 
as a permanent home for this extensive 
Exposition of live stock, horses, and crops 
since 1900 has annually marked the close 
of the stock show and Fair season of the 
United States and Canada. 

The same classification will be provided 
for the show ths year as last, it was de- 
termined at the Spring meeting of the Ex- 
position’s Board of Directors, held in the 
Saddle and Sirloin Club at the Chicago 
Stock Yards on May 14th. 

According to Mr. Heide, the only change 
will be a slight alteration in the weight di- 
vision of the carlot fat cattle show. Carlot 
entries, he informs, will compete at the 1935 
Exposition according to the following 
weight ranges: 

One class for steers weighing under 1050 
pounds, another for loads averaging 1050 
pounds and under 1150 pounds, and a third 
for carlots that come within the weight 
range of 1150 pounds and over. There were 
over 350 carloads of cattle entered in this 
section of the Exposition alone last year. 
As in former years it comprised the largest 
display of its kind to be seen at any show in 
the world.

She is a won- 
derfully well bred cow of good individuality 
that will look better to Mr. Coleman every 
day he owns her. Her calf by Quality Mar- 
shall 3d will more than pay the bill within 
the next twenty-four months. 


There were a number of other bargains 
in the females that sold at prices from 
$125.00 per head up. They were purchased 
just in time to take advantage of the price 
upturn and should make a nice margin for 
their new owners. Special attention is call- 
ed to the averages shown in the following 
summary. Note please that the first five 
head came very near making a $200.00 av- 
erage; that the top ten passed the block at 
an average of $172.75 and that the top 
twenty head averaged better than $151.00 
each. When one stops to consider that quite 
a number of the animals were very young, 
this is a very satisfactory level even though 
it is not what it really should have been in 
so far as values are concerned right now. 
The earning power of these cattle will far 
exceed any investment that might be made 
at this time, and this statement will prove 
true at the sales that are being held this 
spring, not only of our own breed but of 
other breeds as well, all of which are show- 
ing a good strong healthy demand that in- 
dicates but one thing—a better pure bred 
cattle market and a shortage of good cattle 
with which to meet that demand.

Ames Plantation Report 

Manager R. H. Scott of Ames Plantation, 
Grand Junction, Tennessee, writes a few en- 
couraging lines from the Southeast: “We 
had about twenty head of catle in a combin- 
ation sale at Nashville last week, that sold 
very well. We only had one bull in the 
consignment and this was a calf, about a 
year old, and he sold for $210.00. The rest 
of our consignment consisted of heifers and 
cows with some age on them. These brought 
an average of about a hundred dollars. The 
rure bred business is taking on a little life 
down in this part of the country and I 
think the prospects are bright for the near 
future. 

“We have some very promising calves, by 
the bull that we bought from Kemp, Bel- 
man 2d. We are very much pleased with 


the way he is breeding. We have two bull 
calves by him, that we expect to show this 
year, that look like now they will be hard 
to beat.” 
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Of the three breeds of hornless cattle for 
which the British Isles are famous, the Gal- 
loway, the Red Poll, and the Aberdeen-An- 
gus, the latter are by far the most numer- 
ous. They have spread to the far corners 
of the earth and their peculiar blockiness of 
form and easy-fattening propensities have 
made them the outstanding beef breed of 
today. 

Scientists sometimes dispute as to wheth- 
er the first ancestors of modern domesti- 
cated cattle were horned or hornless. At 
any rate hornless cattle have been known 
in England for many centuries. Historical- 
ly cattle with distinct and dominant horn- 
less characteristics were being bred true in 
parts of the counties of Aberdeen and in 
adjacent sections of Angus before 1800. In 
those days the Aberdeen cattle were called 
“humlies” and the Angus stock “doddies”’; 
some were red and some were brindle but 
black predominated and such early improv- 
ers as Lord Panmure, Hugh Watson of 
Keillor, the Fergusons, and William Mc- 
Combie, in spite of having horned cattle all 
around them, stuck to their easy feeding 
polled cattle till their fame had spread even 
to London and Paris. 

The first pure bred herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in North America was found- 
ed at Guelph in the summer of 1876 when 
two heifers and a bull were imported to the 
Stone Farm which was being turned into 
what is now the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege. Actually the history of the breed in 
this country extends from the summer of 
1860 when the late Sir George Simpson, 
governor of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
brought a young bull and a heifer from the 
herd of the Earl of Southesk to Lachine, 
Quebec. The years that followed that im- 
portation were barren so far as the breed 
is concerned, because the two animals con- 
cerned were lost to the breed when the 
death of Sir George resulted in winding up 
of his estate. 

Ever since the breed was introduced to 
western Ontario and the eastern townships 
of Quebec in the early 80’s its growth and 
development has been steadily westward. 
First it moved from Quebec to Ontario and 
then steadily westward to the prairie coun- 
try where the great commercial beef herds 
of the Dominion are now largely concen- 
trated. The Aberdeen-Angus breed has all 
but abandoned the province of Quebec, 
where beef has largely left the field to the 
dairy cow. Ontario is now the only prov- 
ince in the east in which the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle have a strong foothold and there 
we still find many of the most select herds 
in the country. Not many years ago more 
than half of the registrations and member- 
ships came from the east, but now that is 
greatly changed and the change shown in 
1934 is greater than ever before. ; 

Of the total Aberdeen-Angus cattle regis- 
tered in Canada in 1934 only about 20.5 
per cent of the applications came from 
breeders living in eastern Canada, 10 per 
cent from the province of Manitoba, 22.5 
per cent from the province of Saskatch- 
ewan and nearly 47 per cent from the pro- 
vinces of Alberta and British Columbia-- 
mainly Alberta. The transfers of pure bred 
cattle tell a slightly different story, but 


the trend is the same. Sales reported by 
breeders in eastern Canada _ represented 
26.5 per cent of the total sales shown, 17 
per cent of the sales shown were made in 
Manitoba, 22.5 per cent in the province 
of Saskatchewan and 34 per cent in the 
provinces of Alberta and British Columbia 
—mainly the former. This shows 69.5 per 
cent of Aberdeen-Angus registrations in 
1934 and 56.5 per cent of the reported 
transfers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle as com- 
ing from breeders living west of the pro- 
vince of Manitoba. It shows 45 per cent of 
the registrations and 32 per cent of the 
reported transfers coming from breeders 
living in the province of Alberta. 

The Fat Stock Show has always been the 
real testing ground of the merits of the 
Aberdeen-Angus. The International Live 
Stock Exposition at Chicago has had sever- 
al Canadian-bred champions both in the 
breeding classes and in the steers. Early in 
this century James Bowman, of Guelph, 
bred the grand champion steer and more 
recently the late Hon. J. D. McGergor ex- 
hibited champions at Chicago. The rec- 
ords of 1934 shows are typical of recent 
successes. There has not been a year dur- 
ing the past fifty-eight when the record 
of the breed in the Fat Stock Shows of the 
country was more outstanding. 

At the Manitoba Winter Fair, first award 
in the boys’ and girls’ class, the champion- 
ship of the show, the reserve championship, 
the best pair of steers and the best group 
of three all went to Aberdeen-Angus en- 
tries. At Calgary the supreme champion- 
ship was awarded to an Aberdeen-Angus 
and many important prizes were taken by 
the breed representatives at all other shows. 
The real triumph of the year was at the 
Toronto Royal Winter Fair, where the 
grand championship was won by Perpetual 
Advocate bred, fed and shown by E. S. 
McDonald of Brookdale, Manitoba. In the 
carload class where the competition is al- 
ways particularly keen with the Hereford 
breed, the Canadian Pacific Railway Farms 
at Coaldale, Alberta, won first with a group 
of 15 steers sired by Middlebrook Prince 
33rd, secured a few years ago from J. A. 
McAllister of Guelph, Ontario. 

In the grade and cross-bred section 
Aberdeen-Angus entries topped the class 
for steers over 1200 pounds, the class for 
steers over 1000 pounds and under 1200 
and the class for steers under 900 pounds, 
the latter being owned by Howard Fraleigh 
of Forest, Ontario, and being made reserve 
grand champion of the show. The cham- 
pion group of three steers came from Al- 
berta and were the get of Middlebrook 
Prince 33rd. The reserve champion group 
of three steers was also won by an Aber- 
deen-Angus entry leaving the breed with 
almost all the honor that could be won at 
Canada’s leading Fat Stock Show. 

The record made by the breed in Canada 
was comparable with that in other coun- 
tries. At the Chicago International the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed completely swept 
the boards, taking grand championship, 
reserve grand championship, champion 
group of three steers and champion car- 
load of 15 steers. At the great Smithfield 
Show in London, the Norwich Fat Stock

Middlebrook Prince 33rd, by Middlebroo 
Prince 24th and out of Middlebrook Prid 
30th, calved April 21, 1923, bred by jos 
& Heibein, Elora, Ont., is entitled "a 
very high rating among the bulls used jn 
Canada during the past ten years. How 
was he bred? His sire and dam were both 
by the same bull—Middlebrook Monarch 
one of the thickest fleshed bulls that has 
ever been used in this country. Middle. 
brook Monarch did not possess the smooth- 
ness and quality that he should, but he did 
possess the thickness and mating him with 
the Pride of Aberdeen cows that traced 
from Elm Park Pride 2nd (imp.) resulted 
in the combination of the thickness of Mon- 
arch and the quality of the Pride cows that 
Middlebrook Prince 33rd possessed. The 
closeness of the breeding was also, no 
doubt, a very important factor in estab- 
lishing his prepotence—the quality that has 
determined his ascendancy. 

He was a show bull of merit in his 
younger days, being grand champion at the 
Ontario Winter Fair at Guelph when only 
eight months old. As a two year old he 
was first, senior and reserve grand chan- 
pion bull at the Toronto Royal Winter Fair 
and as a mature bull in 1926 he was first 
and was senior and grand champion bull at 
the Canadian National Exhibition at Tor- 
onto. 

As a sire he was more outstanding than 
he was as a show bull. Without taking the 
time to recount the winning of his get it 
is, in our opinion, sufficient to say that 
from 1928 to 1930 inclusive his get was 
unbeaten in the get-of-sire classes at the 
eastern Canada shows, including the Royal, 
the Canadian National, the Western Fair 
and the Ontario Winter Fair. This was in 
competition with many of the best cattle 
from the United States and it was with 
such judges as John Lowe, Elora, Ont.; D. 
M. Allan, Granton-on-Spey, Scotland, and 
R. L. P. Duncan, Scotland, passing upon the 
cattle that appeared in the ring. Both of 
the judges from the old country said that 
they did not believe there was as good a 
sire in Scotland at that time as Middle- 
brook Prince 33rd had shown himself to be. 

After a number of years service In the 
Aberlour herd owned by J, A. McAllister, 
Guelph, Ont., this bull was purchased by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Farms 4 
Coaldale, Alberta, and S. J. Henderson of 
Lacombe, Alta. For a couple of years we 
did not hear much from him. in the west, 
but his get in Ontario continued to wn 
until two years ago. Now we find that his 
get is coming to the front again and the 
winners this time are from a different 
herd and are the progeny of an entirely 
different group of females. The champion

sson the drouth has driven home 
ait etuemes emphasis is found in the fact 
that a satisfactory live stock industry is 
possible only when and where an unfailing 
supply of low cost, high quality roughage 
is available and the roughage that most 
nearly meets these requirements is silage. 

A silo is a preserver of feeds. ; Silage 
crops go into a silo at the time their feed- 
ing value is greatest and ensiling retains 
this high feeding value indefinitely. 

A silo makes possible the saving in its 
original form an excellent feed from the 
abundance of favorable years to be utilized 
during years of scarcity. —_ 

A silo is a conserver of feeds. It elimin- 
ates waste, and one acre fed out of a silo 
is equal in feeding value to two acres of 
the same kind of feed fed out of a shock. 

Silage, next to grass, is the best of all 
feeds as a live stock conditioner. In addi- 
tion, silage is the cheapest feed produced on 
the farm. : ; P 

The essential factors in making good sil- 
age are—a suitable silage crop, an air tight 
silo, harvesting crops at the right time, cut- 
ting the silage material into small pieces, 
and making sure the silage material con- 
tains enough moisture as it goes into the 
silo. 

Good silage contains approximately 70 
per cent moisture. Crops cut at the right 
stage of maturity contain sufficient mois- 
ture but if allowed to dry out after cutting, 
water should be added. 

The first change taking place in silage is 
a disappearance of oxygen, the next is an 
snecrease in temperature and the next is 
fermentation which starts within 24 to 48 
hours. 

The chief products of fermentation are 
ethyl alcohol, acetic acid and lactic acid, 
principally the latter. Lactic acid is bene- 
ticial as an appetizer, as a tonic to diges- 
tion and acts as a preservative for silage. 

The grain in silage is more efficient than 
dry grain from the bin. 

One can begin feeding silage just at soon 
as it is filled. It is, however, somewhat 
more palatable three weeks after filling. 

Small amounts of frozen silage are not 
injurious to live stock. Loosening frozen 
silage from the sides, and scattering it over 
the other silage thaws it out by next feeding 
time. 

Frosting or freezing before cutting does 
not materially lower the feeding value of 
crops for silage but there is great loss of 
leaves if it is not harvested immediately 
after a frost or a freeze. 

There is practically no difference in the 
feeding value of a ton of silage made from 
corn, kafir or cane. Both kafir and cane, 
however, are decidedly more drouth resis- 
tant than corn; and cane yields, on the av- 
erage, 50 per cent more silage per acre 
than corn. 

Silage plus one pound of cottonseed cake 
or four pounds of alfalfa or other legume 
hay per head daily is an ideal wintering 
ration for stock cows. 

Silage plus one-tenth of a pound of 
ground limestone per head daily is the 
cheapest and most satisfactory feed one 
can use as the roughage portion of cattle 
fattening rations. No dry roughage need be 
added. 

There is no “best” silo. The first con- 
sideration in evaluating a silo is its ability 
to exclude air; the second, its durability and 
third, its cost. Whenever an individual’s 
financial situation will permit, he should 
by all means build a permanent silo of one 


of the standard types because they are the 
cheapest and most satisfactory in the end. 

Many temporary silos have been used in 
emergencies but in the main their value has 
been over-estimated. 

The cost of a good upright type of silo 
ranges from $2.50 to $4.00 per ton capacity 
depending upon the size and kind. The 
cost of filling a silo varies from $0.50 to 
$2.00 per ton depending upon many factors, 
including length of haul, efficiency with 
which the work is organized, labor costs, 
etc. 

Good silage can be made from shock feed 
in mid-winter if sufficient water is added 
to bring the moisture requirements up to 70 
to 75 per cent. The greatest need in the 
cattle production sections of the mid-west 
is more silos.

lowa Sate Premiums 50% Up. 

An increase of approximately 50 percent 
in premium offerings for Aberdeen-Angus 
at this year’s Iowa State Fair, August 21- 
30, was announced this week by exposition 
officials. 

Compared with a total of $2,150 in prem- 
iums offered at Des Moines last summer, 
the Iowa State Fair this year will offer a 
total of $3,310 for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
This will include $3,150 in open classes and 
$160 for Fat Aberdeen-Angus. In addition 
the state fair board is offering $4,320 for 
4-H baby beeves and $1,170 for pure bred 
beef heifers. 

Predictions are already being made that 
the cattle show at this year’s fair in Des 
Moines will be one of the largest in many 
years, and Aberdeen-Angus breeders are ex- 
pected to take an even more important 
position in the show with substantially in- 
creased offerings. Copies of the 1935 prem- 
ium list may be had by writing to the secre- 
tary of the Iowa State Fair, Des Moines.

The Frisco Junior Live Stock Show. 

The eighth annual inter-state Junior Live 
Stock and Baby Beef Show was held at the 
South San Francisco Yards during the week 
of April 14th. The show was well balanced 
with a splendid exhibit of beef calves, lambs 
and barrows. The lamb and barrow show 
was one of the largest and the best from 
the standpoint of quality held any place in 
the United States. 

The baby beef show was not as large as 
some midwestern junior shows, but there 
was a good representz.tion of the three beef 
breeds.

McDonald of University Farm, Davis, Cali- 
forna, was the chairman of the sifting com- 
mittee and he explained to these junior ex- 
hibitors the reason for eliminating the cal- 
ves that did not conform to the standard 
adopted for the show. 

The grand champion baby beef was a 
Hereford exhibited by Pete Motta, of Wood- 
land, California. The steer was sold to 
Swift & Company at 75c per pound. The 
reserve grand champion calf was an Aber- 
deen-Angus exhibited by Joe Lopez of the 
Salvation Army Home at Lytton, Californ- 
ia, who exhibited the grand champion, and 
Aberdeen-Angus in 1934. This calf was sold 
to Swift & Company at 30c per pound. 
The 124 club calves of all breeds were 
sold at public auction at an average of 
$13.15 per cwt.

in 1934 were composed of steers sired by 
him; the Canadian Pacific Railway Farms 
at Coaldale exhibited seven head sired by 
Middlebrook Prince 33rd and won a num- 
ber of important prizes including the junior 
and reserve grand championship for bulls 
at Calgary. 

In the breeding herd owned by the C. P. 
R. Farms at Chin, Alberta, sixty-eight of 
the females are sired by Middlebrook 
Prince 33rd and there are about 28 cows in 
calf to him. They are so consistently good 
that the owners of the farms are aiming to 
have a herd of females almost entirely 
made up of the get of this bull and in the 
judgment of the writer such a herd would 
be one of the most valuable in the Domin- 
ion.

-One Good Cow Will Make a Herd. 

Robt. L. Larmer, of Maryville, Missouri, 
relates the following interesting story con- 
cerning the possibilities of developing a 
great herd from a single cow foundation. 
This story was originally published in the 
Golden Anniversary number of the Drovers 
Journal: 


“Some twelve years ago in the summer of 
1922, after a lot of the bubbles had burst 
and the much-talked of depression was 
gaining headway—it was then that no one 
wanted or seemed to have enough confi- 
dence in the future to buy a good imported 
Ballindalloch bred Miss Burgess heifer sir- 
ed by one of the greatest bulls of the breed, 
Evinco of Ballindalloch. In buying this 
young imported cow, Bandy Maid of Tull- 
ochgribban, at $650.00 I considered her to 
be growing into a profitable investment, as 
the Miss Burgess family, that was so high- 
ly prized at that time in Scotland, would 
some day become very popular in America. 

“She got a good start early with three 
heifers in a row, and each one of these 
heifers has produced a heifer for her first 
calf. She has proven to be one of my very 
best producing cows. 

“In all the years that prices have been 
declining she has done her part financially. 
We mave sold from her or her descendants 
seven females, all but one being calves or 
yearlings for $1750.00. Through a fire 
misfortune I have no record of the amount 
of the sales for the bulls produced. With 
this ‘New Deal’ and prices going up, as 
they say, this old cow, now only fourteen 
years old, still going strong, so far never 
failing to raise a calf each season, should 
be in line to better her record. I have 
nineteen females, including the old cow, on 
my farm at the present time, produced 
from her and her descendants. 

“She may soon want to join the NRA, 
but it has been her great production that 
has made her profitable. In the short time 
of twelve years this cow and her offspring 
have produced 80 head of cattle. I would 
say at least three-fourths of the entire feed 
bill has been very cheap roughage or Mis- 
souri blue grass. 

“This cow proves just what any young 
person may do with a good pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cow. Buying a pure bred 
cow, that takes only two or three calves to 
pay the purchase price, is much better and 
far more profitable than buying a scrub 
that takes the same number of calves to 
pay the bill. There are not a great many
